Sir: 

Applicant has received a Notice of Abandonment dated November 21 , 2008 
indicating that the above application became abandoned because no response has been filed 
to an Office Action allegedly mailed by the Patent Office on April 16, 2008. For the 
reasons that follow, Applicant requests that the Notice of Abandonment be withdrawn and 
that the Office Action be re-mailed.
